T would bf easy enough to make 
a melodramatic start and give 
her some such extravagant title 
a* “The Angel of the Hills’* or “The 
Mother of the Mines” or “The Flor­ 
ence Nightingale of Blair Moun­ 
tain.*' 
But if you did and Molly 
Dingess Drake found it out sh** 
might laugh and she might make 
some sharp remark, hut most cer­ 
tainly she would not he pleased. 
How she escaped the “war cor­ 
respondents*' 
who 
were 
rushed 
to the front tt* cover West Vir­ 
ginia's recent mine war Is more 
than I can say. for the story is still 
told of how Molly, like •‘Sheridan j 
twenty 
miles 
away,” 
when 
the j 
armed miners were marching on j 
Logan, made all h; Ste not toward 
safety, as she might very wisely 
have done, hut hack to where the 
bullets were flying. 
Her narrowest escape from the 
feature pages of newspapers was 
several years ago—two, in fact— 
when, a woman of some two sc«»r. 
years, she wa* graduated from high 
school 
with 
her sixteen-year-old 
daughter. That graduation and the 
attendant high sch o o l diploma were 
in no souse honorary affairs given 
out of respect for Molly Dirges** 
T>mkfL 
T h e y had hee1 earned bv 
this very determined, ambitions wo. ( 
man o f the hills after four years or 
high achoo! work. in which she had 


enrolled along with lier daughter 
and for which she had attended 
classes faithfully with classmates 
half lier age. 
On pay day Mrs. Drake Is a wel­ 
fare worker for one of the coal 
companies openiting In the Logan 
field. 
Having finished 
lier high 
school course, she did not go on to 
College with lier daughter. 
And, 
as she puts it, one of the coal pro­ 
ducers “knew slie wouldn’t sit at 
home and knit and crochet.’’ So he 
offered lier the job of visiting nurse 
among the employees of his com­ 
pany. In this job Moille mothers a 
burge family. 
It Is composed of 
men and women much older than 
she and of the children of these 
older children. True to the mother- 
type anywhere, she makes their in­ 
dividual troubles, their health, thelt 
happiness, a very personal matter. 
There was the young Spaniard 
who lay In the hospital after a se­ 
vere accident. 
No friend* or rela­ 
tives raiiivhI to his bedside, and the 
doctors and nurses could not under­ 
stand him when he moaned out a 
word or two in his native tongue. 
Mollie Drake scoured the hills for 
nu Interpreter and found one. 
She 
also dug up a cousin of the unfor­ 
tunate boy. Moreover she made tile 
lives of i nrses and doctors miser­ 
able until the lad was out of dan­ 
cer, sometimes calling at the hospi­ 
tal late at night to see how the boy

was getting on. Wa* not tills for 
eigti bora lad one of lier children? 
It waft not the Mollie Dingess 
Drake, ready to face danger along 
with other brave women of Logan 
county when armed miner* were 
marching upon their homes, that 
interested me most, as you may 
have g u essed already. 
The World 
War Is too recent proof that Amer­ 
ican women are not afraid to risk 
their lives for a cause. It Is Mollie 
Drake and the work of her hands 


when peace broods over her native 
hills that make her a woman among 
women. 
Mrs. Drake is a mountain woman 
herself. She knows the desires, tho 
needs and the hopes of the women 
and children who five in tier hills; 
in a doable sense she is working 
among her own people. 
No se rio u s minded killjoy is Mrs. 
Drake, hut a large motherly woman 
with a groat capacity fo r fun and 
for seeing the human side of things. 


* It is a common statement among 
traveling salesmen that they live 
In a Pullman: Moille Drake might 
any she live* in a day coach. Her 
headquarter* are iii Logan, and 
much of her time is spent in riding 
to and from the little mining towns 
along the branch lines out of Lo­ 
gan. 
Her trips are taken to visit the 
home* of miners, and no place is 
too remote fo r her to visit. 
Her 
energy Iii tramping about and the 
speed with which she walks over 
the hills is enough to make a 
younger woman gasp for breath 
and all hut beg fo r quarter. 
That 
from one who knows. 
We started out of Logan one 
morning on the IO,o’clock train. 
Before the train started we were 
part of the social gathering which 
greets 
the 
nil-ton-few 
passenger 
trains that come Into Logan. 
Mol­ 
lie Dingess knew everybody. 
Arrived at the mining center, our 
first visit was to the schoolhouse, 
a substantial two-story building, in 
front of which were all the latest 
playground devices for amusing .he 
modem child. 
The teachers were 


y o u n g and efficient In their school- 
r< oui manners. 
Tn Logan county 
♦he schools have the advantage of 
extra good teachers because after 
tho school hoard has voted what it 
can afford for salaries the coni rom- 
p oles make up the deficit needed 
* lo attract ilia bo-t. 


It was then I learned of Mrs. 
Drake’s unusual high school career. 
‘You know I have a high school 
education,” she remarked as we* 
left the school and strode (at least 
Airs. Drake strode) along the dirt 
road. 
“xVs a girl I went to school till I 
was thirteen. 
In the teens I took 
up nursing and later was married 
But I always wanted more educa­ 
tion. 
Sometimes it is the p e rso n s 
who are denied education appreci­ 
ate it most. Well, when my daugh­ 
ter was ready for high school I de­ 
cided that I would get my high 
school education too—not by fol­ 
lowing her studies at home (I knew 
that wouldn’t do), but by enrolling 
iii high sch o o l with her. 
“Some of my friends thought it 
was an absurd idea. 
They said I 
could enroll In colleges for special 
courses 
or 
take 
correspondence 
courses. But the idea of my going 
to school right along with my 
daughter and the other young peo­ 
ple seemed queer to them. 
I sup­ 
pose it was unusual. 
But what I 
wanted was a regular education. 


S o I enrolled and went through the 


fo u r years of high school and was 
graduated In the same class with 
my daughter.** 
“And how did your daughter feel 
about it?” 
“Oh, she had her young frie n d s 


a n d to o k . part In sch o o l a c tiv itie s 
just the same.” Again the twinkle 


behind the glasses. “It may be that 
she studied harder than she would 
have.” 
I had no doubt of that. 
“She is In college now,” contin­ 
ued Mrs. Drake. “When her grades 
aren’t as high as I think they ought 
to be she sends them to her father, 
but a man can’t keep such things 
secret, and I always find out. 
She« 
knows 
I haven’t much patience 
with students who don’t keep up 
til cir grades. 
“Aly daughter is going to be a 
physician. She didn’t make up her 
mind until after she entered col­ 
lege. I was rather amyous to know 
what she would choose. 
After she 
started studying biology she was so 
interested til at she decided to go on 
and study medicine.” 
It occurred to me that Moille 
Drake was a feminist. I wondered 
if she had ever been a suffrage 
worker. 
“No,” she answered. “I’ve always 
been a Democrat, though. Aly hus­ 
band says I am what is called ‘a 
mean Democrat.* ” 
She paused and then laughed. “I 
made one rule when I was married. 
You see, Air. Drake is a Republican. 
Well, I told him that if I married 
him lie must keep just one rule. I 
knew’ our marriage would be a suc­ 
cess if he did. And of course I 
promised to keep It too. The rule 
was that we should never talk poli­ 
tics. AVe never have and we’ve been 
very happy. 
“Of course I voted at the last 
election, and much good it did so 
far as the Presidency was con* 
cerned. But someway I didn’t care 
so much for the voting. I’m old- 
fashioned in many ways. 
I was 
brought up a strict way and I don’t 
like to hear about folks playing 
cards on Sunday. I suppose it isn’t 
wicked, but I can’t get over my 
bringing-tip. 
And I never take a 
needle in my Ii and on a Sunday, 
only wiien I just have to mend 
something, that I don’t feel kind of 
guilty.” 
Our conversation had been inter­ 
spersed with visits to various min­ 
ers’ homes, mostly where there were 
babies. 
Airs. Drake’s philosophy 
had been punctuated by advice on 
babies and friendly comment upon 
the little interests of the women we 
visited. If we weren’t inspecting a 
baby we were talking with some 
elderly woman over a fence about 
her latest “misery.” 
As we climbed into the train I 
was tired, but Airs. Drake seemed 
as energetic as when the day began. 
“I like the wTork,” she said, “but I 
want to study more. Last summer 
I to o k a course in New York, and 
I’d lik e to go back there for a sea­ 
son at the Henry Street Settlement.

Doctors Disagree On 
Value of Liquor As 
Help To Aledicines 


CHICAGO, iv e. 27. 
Three th o u ­ 
sand and sixty three physicians in 
Indiana and Illinois, replying to the 
alcoholic liquor questionnaire sent to 
53.900 doctors by the Jo u rn al of 
the American 
Medical 
Association, 
divided ulmost equally on the value 
of whisky as a therapeutic agent. 
TI e big m ajority declared they did 
not consider that wine or beer had 
un> value in medicine. 
In Illinois and Indiana combined 
1,552 doctors declared they did not 
“ regard whisky as a necessary th era ­ 
peutic a g e nt in the practice of Medi­ 
cine,^ while 1,511 replied they did 
regard it of value. In Illinois alone 
1.149 physicians replied in the af­ 
firmative and 954 in th e negative, 
Hut th* Indiana returns reversed the 
combined totals, 598 Hoosier doctors 
opposing whiskey and 362 favoring 
its use. 
On the question of the medical 
value of beer, 855 doctors, 6 6 8 in 
Illinois and 187 in Indiana, believed 
it to be of value, while 2,193, of 
whom 1.428 live in Illinois and 765 
in Indiana, opposed it. 
Wine as a medicine found 1,015 
supporters, 804 in Illinois and 211 
In 
Indiana, 
while 
its 
opponents 
totaled 
2,028, 
740 ‘being 
Hoosiers 
and 1,288 illinois practitioners. 
Five hundred 
and 
ninety-three 
doctors reported they know of in­ 
cidents in 
their own practice “ in 
which 
unnecessary 
suffering 
or 
death has resulted from the enforce­ 
ment of the prohibition laws." 
On the limitation of prescriptions, 
1,781 answers ranged from absolute 
prohibition of liquor prescriptions to 
an increase in the present allotment 
of IOO every three months, while 
1,118 
favored 
the removal of all 
limitation.
